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REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  NURSING 
COMMITTEE 

To  the  selectmen  and  citizens  of  the  town  of  Hinsdale : 

Four  years  of  nurse  supervision  in  the  schools  are 
beg'inning-  to  show  improvement  in  the  general  health 
of  the  children.  In  throat  trouble  and  defective  teeth, 
much  gain  has  been  made. 

Miss  M.  J,  Barron,  R.N.,  who  came  to  us  November, 
1921,  sent  in  her  resignation  in  October  to  take  effect 
November,  1923,  having  decided  to  do  private  nursing. 
In  October  she  accompanied  seven  children  to  the  Mel- 
rose Hospital,  and  one  to  the  Memorial  Hospital  for 
throat  operations. 

Miss  Ruth  S.  Langille,  R.N.,  graduate  of  the  Wesson 
Memorial  Hospital  and  the  Wesson  Maternity  Hospital 
at  Springfield,  Mass.,  in  June,  1921,  and  Avho  had  done 
private  nursing  in  the  meantime,  took  up  the  work  No- 
vember,   1923,   and   has   proved   very  satisfactory. 

Those  who  had  become  very  much  interested  in  the 
case  of  Jennie  Bishop  were  disappointed  when  the  child 
and  her  family  decided  not  to  keep  up  the  treatment  pre- 
scribed by  the  Children's  Hospital  at  Boston. 

The  school  inspection  has  been  finished  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  Junior  High  and  the  Freshman  class. 

Many  more  visits  have  been  made  this  year  by  the 
nurse  than  in  former  years.  One  hundred  and  seventy- 
nine  visits  were  made  in  the  month  of  January. 

The  Red  Cross  Headquarters  are  now  in  the  Kimball 
Block  with  telephone  connection   78-12, 
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The  committee  was  much  pleased  at  the  February 
meeting  to  receive  a  check  of  $25.00  from  the  Hinsdale 
Fire  Department  to  be  used  to  buy  supplies  for  the 
"Loan  Closet"  and  for  which  they  were  very  grateful.

The  total  circulation  of  books  for  the  year  of  1923 
shows  an  increase  of  1,225  books.  This  large  increase 
is  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  in  January,  1923,  after  the 
fire,  the  library  was  closed  twenty  week-days,  whereas, 
in  October,  when  the  books  were  moved  back  to  the 
Town  Hall,  it  was  closed  only  nine  days.  The  attendance, 
in  the  reading  room  shows  an  increase  of  571.  This 
may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  the  reading  room  has  two 
new  reading  lamps,  which  are  a  decided  improvement 
over  the  old  chandelier. 

The   circulation    of   juvenile    non-fiction    exceeds    that 
of  the  previous  year  by  1,216  volumes.    The  library  con- 
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ducted  a  Vacation  Reading  Club  for  boys  and  girls  dur- 
ing the  summer.  Thirteen  children  completed  the  course 
and  were  given  books  as  prizes. 

Good  Book  Week  was  observed  by  poster  and  book 
exhibits  in  the  library ;  also  by  a  book  exhibit  in  the 
store  window  of  C.  A.  Holland  &  Son,  of  some  of  the 
new  children's  books  being  added  to  the  library. 

The  library  has  been  fortunate  in  receiving  many 
books  by  gift  this  past  year.  Some  of  these  were  given 
by  patrons  of  the  library,  but  326  of  them  were  given  by 
the  Forest  Park  Branch  of  the  City  Library  Association 
of  Springfield,  Mass.  These  books  are  discards  from 
their  shelves,  but  are  in  very  good  condition,  and  have 
been  much  appreciated  by  library  patrons. 

From  the  last  of  January,  1923,  to  the  first  of  Octo- 
ber, the  library  was  located  in  the  basement  of  the  Bap- 
tist Church.  Beginning  with  the  second  day  of  October, 
the  library  was  closed  for  nine  days,  while  the  books 
were  moved  to  the  room  in  the  Town  Hall,  and  arranged 
on  the  shelves.

The  total  enrollment  of  the  Junior  High  School  at  the 
present  time  is  50,  with  a  per  centum  of  attendance  equal 
to  94.9.  A  comparison  of  these  figures  will  show  that 
the  parents  of  children  in  the  Junior  High  School  should 
make  every  effort  to  have  them  attend  regularly  when- 
ever possible.

This  year  we  have  an  approved  Junior-Senior  High 
School.  This  was  made  possible  by  the  division  of  the 
old  seventh  and  eighth  grade  room  and  the  addition  of 
another  teacher.  This  has  also  made  possible  the  addition 
of  several  new  subjects  in  the  Senior  High  School,  allow- 
ing the  pupils  more  choice  in  the  subjects  to  be  pur- 
sued. The  wisdom  of  this  change  ought  to  become  more 
apparent  each  year. 

The  social  activities  of  the  school  have  been  main- 
tained as  far  as  possible.  The  senior  class,  with  the  aid 
of  a  few  outsiders,  presented  a  farce  comedy,  with  good 
success,  both  in  Hinsdale  and  Northfield. 

The  high  standards  of  the  school  have  been  main- 
tained and  during  the  year  we  have  been  added  to  the 
approved  list  of  Simmons  College  through  the  entrance 
of  Miss  Sybil  Stearns. 

The  principal  wishes  to  thank  all  who  made  possible 
the  installation  of  the  new  chemistry  table  and  remodel- 
ing the  laboratory.  A  visit  to  the  laboratory  when 
classes  are  in  progress  is  evidence  of  the  value  of  the 
expenditure.  Special  credit  sliould  be  given  to  Mr. 
Elon  Heald  for  the  good  wf)rk  being  done  in  the  Manual 
Training  room  this  year.  The  princi])al  wishes  to  thank 
all  tliose  who  have  so  kindly  suj^ported  him  and  his 
teachers  in  the  school  worl<  the  j)ast  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS 

To  the   Board  of  Education  and   Citizens : 

I  herein  present  my  third  annual  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  schools. 

First  I  want  to  submit  a  summary  of  the  educational 
results  achieved  during  my  regime  as  a  direct  result  of 
the  new  plan  of  school  organization  and  supervision  in- 
augurated early  in  the  school  year  of  1921-22.  For  two 
years  and  a  half  the  Board  of  Education,  teachers,  and 
the  majority  of  the  citizens  have  generously  supported 
me  in  a  program  which  has  involved  considerable  ex- 
pense and  some  radical  changes  in  teaching  material 
and  methods  of  teaching  and  administration.  A  main 
feature  of  the  scheme  is  a  system  of  educational  ac- 
counting whereby  we  can  show  at  any  time  whether 
or  not  any  individual  pupil,  class,  or  the  school  system 
as  a  whole  is  working  up  to  normal  capacity.  It  now 
devolves  upon  me,  as  superintendent  of  your  most  im- 
portant local  industry,  to  submit  a  sort  of  balance  sheet, 
so  to  speak,  showing  whether  our  school  plants  are  be- 
ing profitably  operated  educationally,  and  whether  or 
not  the  increase  in  efficiencv  of  the  schools  directly  due 
to  recent  innovations  is  sufficient  to  justify  the  expendi- 
ture involved. 

The  following  table  gives  the  facts  and  figures.  All 
the  figures  are  percentages.  A  plus  sign  means  above 
standard  and  a  minus  sign  means  below  standard.     For 
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instance,  the  table  shows  that  the  schools  averaged  28% 
below  grade  in  Sept.,  1921,  in  reading,  and  that  they 
averaged  23.3%  above  grade  in  the  same  subject  in  June, 
1923.  By  standard,  we  mean  the  average  for  the  country 
as  a  whole  in  the  same  subjects  when  measured  by  the 
same  tests.  This  table  really  compares  the  efficiency 
of  our  schools  with  those  of  the  rest  of  the  nation  at 
three  different  periods;  Sept.,  1921,  when  the  plan  first 
went  into  operation ;  June,  1922,  at  the  end  of  the  first 
year;  and,  June,  1923,  the  end  of  the  second  year.

This  means  that  the  schools  of  the  district  averaged 
24.9%  below  the  average  for  the  nation  in  Sept.,  1921. 
In  June,  1923,  they  averaged  12.9%  above  the  average 
for  the  nation.  That  is  a  total  increase  in  school  effi- 
ciency of  37.8%  in  two  years,  brought  about  directly  by 
the  new  system  of  organization  and  control.  The  en- 
tire cost  of  the  tests  and  accessory  material  for  the  two 
years  has  been  considerably  less  than  2%  of  the  total 
cost  of  running  the  schools  during  that  time.  In  other 
words,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  approximately  38% 
in  the  efficiency  of  the  schools  at  an  increase  in  running 
expenses  of  less  than  two  per  cent.  This  is  an  emphatic 
answer  to  the  question,  ''Does  it  pay?"  Most  businesses 
would,  I  think,  consider  that  an  increase  in  product  or 
sales  of  38%  with  an  increased  overhead  of  less  than 
two  per  cent,  was  a  paying  proposition.  Of  course  the 
use  of  an  educational  "cost  accounting"  system  in  school 
work  has  not  lessened  the  amount  of  monev  paid  for 
education,  but  it  has  enabled  us  to  accomplish  much 
more  with  approximately  the  same  amount  of  money. 

The  schools  at  present  are  in  excellent  condition  from 
the  standpoint  of  teaching  and  learning  efficiency.  The 
teaching  force  is  the  same  as  last  year  with  the  follow- 
ing exceptions : 

Miss  Gertrude  McCormick  succeeded  Miss  Mildred 
Pearson  as  teacher  in  the  fifth  grade.  Miss  Catherine 
Blondin  succeeded  Miss  Bailey  as  teacher  of  Latin  and

French  in  the  High  School.  Miss  Marie  Mannis  suc- 
ceeded Miss  Mary  Turner  at  the   Monument  School. 

The  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  having  become  too 
large  to  be  handled  profitably  by  a  single  teacher,  were 
separated  and  another  teacher  hired,  Miss  Shorey.  This 
additional  teacher  not  only  enables  better  work  to  be 
done  in  these  grades  but  also  changes  the  Junior-Senior 
High  School  from  a  partially  crippled  organization  un- 
able to  obtain  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation as  such,  to  an  efficiently  functioning  institution 
fully  meeting  the  demands  for  State  approval. 

We  now  have  fairly  complete  departmentalization  in 
the  High  School  work.  That  is,  each  teacher  is  a  spe- 
cialist in  his  or  her  line  of  work.  The  Headmaster,  Mr. 
Bodine.  teaches  advanced  science  and  mathematics  ;  Miss 
Shorey.  elementary  science  and  mathematics  ;  Miss  Rav- 
mond,  English;  Miss  Blondin,  foreign  languages;  Miss 
Sheehan,  History  and  allied  subjects;  Miss  Hoeh,  Do- 
mestic Arts ;  Mr.  Heald,  Manual  Arts.  In  this  way 
each  teacher  teaches  only  the  subject  or  subjects  she 
likes  best  and  which  she  is  best  fitted  by  training  and 
experience  to  teach.  This  cannot  help  but  make  for 
efficiency. 

Among  other  outstanding  impro\'ements  for  the  year 
is  the  rearranging  of  the  science  lal^oratory  at  the  High 
School  and  the  installation  of  a  fine  new  chemistry  table. 
This  doubles  the  capacity  of  the  room  and  obviates  the 
necessity  of  handling  the  large  science  classes  in  two 
divisions  each,  thereby  cutting  the  teaching  cost  of  sci- 
ence in  half.     Also,  several  new  work  benches  have  been 
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added  to  the  manual  training  room  to  take  care  of  the 
larger  classes  in  this  department.  One  of  the  down- 
stairs rooms  in  the  High  School  building  was  divided 
in  two  by  a  partition  in  order  to  permit  the  separation 
of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades.  The  painting  of  the 
High  School  building  adds  greatly  to  its  appearance. 

All  the  school  buildings  are  in  reasonably  good  con- 
dition, kept  so  by  the  watchful  care  of  the  Board  of 
Education. 

In  closing,  I  want  to  make  an  appeal  to  the  parents 
for  more  regular  attendance  of  their  children  at  school. 
Of  course  children  should  not  be  sent  to  school  when 
they  are  really  ill,  or  when  they  have  to  walk  a  long 
distance  to  school  and  the  weather  is  such  as  to  really 
endanger  their  health.  But  they  should  not  be  kept 
from  school  or  permitted  to  stay  out  for  any  other  rea- 
sons. Some  parents  either  do  not  care,  or  do  not  seem 
to  realize,  the  disastrous  effect  of  irregular  attendance 
on  the  success  of  their  children's  work  at  school.  When 
a  child  is  absent,  his  classmates  go  on  with  the  work. 
-If  he  is  absent  three  or  four  days  or  a  week,  they  get 
considerably  ahead  of  him,  so  that  he  finds  it  difficult, 
or  even  impossible,  to  catch  up  wath  them  when  he  gets 
back.  Under  these  circumstances  he  often  becomes  dis- 
couraged and  gives  up  trying,  with  the  result  that  he 
fails  of  promotion.  It  is  useless  to  say  that  it  is  the 
teacher's  business  to  help  him  catch  up.  At  the  most 
it  is  her  duty  only  so  far  as  she  is  able  to  do  it  without 
neglecting  the  advancement  of  the  class  as  a  whole. 
Her  first  duty  is  to  the  class  rather  than  any  particular 
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pupil.  The  teacher  with  thirty  or  forty  pupils  in  her 
charge  has  little  time  or  opportunity  to  help  la^:jard 
truants  catch  up  with  their  classes.  The  child  who  loses 
as  much  as  two  or  three  weeks  of  time  out  of  the  school 
year,  seriously  injures  his  chance  of  promotion  and  some- 
times makes  promotion  impossible.  In  the  great  ma- 
jority of  cases  it  is  useless  to  promote  pupils  until  they 
have  completed  the  work  of  their  grade,  and  this  they 
cannot  do  and  be  absent  from  school  a  good  part  of  the 
time.  Many  times  the  teacher  or  superintendent  is 
blamed  because  children  are  not  promoted  at  the  end 
of  the  school  year  when  in  reality  the  blame  rests  en- 
tirely with  the  parents  for  not  seeing  to  it  that  their 
children  attend  school  regularly.  Let  us  cooperate  in 
this  matter  for  the  best  good  of  all  concerned. 

With  thanks  for  your  continued  confidence  and  sup- 
port, this  report  is  respectfully  submitted.
